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FAKE COP ‘TRIED 
TO KIDNAP GIRLS’ 

Police praise bravery of victims following 'frightening ordeal'

A MAN who pretended 
to be an undercover 
police officer has been 
convicted of trying to 
kidnap six girls aged 
between 11 and 14. 

Abdi Waise, 28, of Ken¬ 
neth Robbins House, in 
Northumberland Park, Tot¬ 
tenham, approached the 
girls separately in a two- 
and-a-half-hour period in 
the Crouch End area on Jan¬ 
uary 18 this year. 

Wood Green Crown 
Court was told he had pre¬ 


tended to be a police officer 
in an effort to make the girls 
accompany him. His behav¬ 
iour became increasingly 
erratic and determined after 
each attempt failed. 

One of the girls became 
concerned by his behaviour 
and went straight home. 

Another of the girls was 
shown a glass bottle filled 
with liquid and accused of 
buying drugs. Waise tried to 
lure her and a friend to a 
nearby residential garden, 
so he could search them. 

He then targeted school¬ 
boys near the clock tower in 
Crouch End, offering them

money to use a drug on a 
girl, stating it would make 
her faint, but was rebuffed. 
Another girl was told he 


knew her mother and it was 
OK for her to go to his 
house to have breakfast 
with him. He stopped her 
once from running off, but 
she escaped later and told 
a schoolteacher. 

The following day plain 
clothes officers stopped and 
searched Waise in Sydney 
Road, Hornsey. He was 
arrested after they found 
bottles of a drug on him and 
he was later charged over 
his actions the previous day. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Trevers, of Haringey 
CID, said: “Waise went out 
with the plan of abducting a 


girl. He made concerted and 
increasingly desperate 
attempts and became 
increasingly forceful. 

“Fortunately, all the girls 
saw through his ruse and, 
while frightened, all made it 
away safely. 

“I want to praise the 
incredibly brave children - 
both victims and witnesses. 
They have gone through a 
very frightening ordeal and 
shown immense courage.” 

Waise was found guilty of 
one kidnap and five 
attempted kidnaps and is 
due to be sentenced tomor¬ 
row (Thursday).

£300m project 
gets go-ahead 

A HUGE £300million project has been 
agreed to transform lives and create 
thousands of jobs in the borough. 

A new shopping centre and 800 homes will 
be built in the latest bid to breathe new life 
into Haringey. 

Haringey Council is teaming up with 
developer Argent Related to regenerate 
Tottenham Hale in one of the biggest housing 
projects in London. 

The council’s cabinet approved plans last 
Wednesday for a strategic partnership 
which will bring together key sites central 
to ambitions for a new town centre at 
Tottenham Hale. 

Argent Related will build the 800 homes 
around the Tottenham Hale transport hub. 
Alongside the mixed-tenure homes, there 
will be new shops, cafes and restaurants 
and community facilities, including a 
health centre. 

The redevelopment will also mean 
improved green spaces and access to both the 
new Tottenham Hale transport interchange 
and the Lee Valley Regional Park. 

A report to the cabinet said: “The vision is 
to transform the heart of Tottenham Hale, 
currently an area dominated by surface car 
parking and out-of-town retailing, into a 
safe, open and attractive series of streets and 
spaces for people.” 

Council leader Claire Kober said: “Our 
Tottenham Hale programme will create 
thousands of new jobs and new affordable 
homes. We look forward to working with 
Argent Related to deliver a thriving new 
town centre with great places to live, work 
and shop in the heart of Tottenham Hale.” 

The latest announcement is the final piece 
in the jigsaw of plans to revamp the 
Tottenham Hale area. In all, about £lbillion 
will be spent on the various schemes.

Landlord demands action over fly-tipping blackspot

A STINKING haven for rub¬ 
bish dumpers should be cleaned 
up and sorted out once and for 
all, a landlord claims. 

Rotting rubbish and discarded 
items in Devonshire Mews, 
Palmers Green, are a health haz¬ 
ard meriting council interven¬ 
tion, says Martin Attfield. 

Piles of waste have been left 
there and, with no known owner, 
the site is an eyesore and a per¬ 
manent source of frustration. 

Mr Attfield, 52, owns a shop 
premises in Green Lanes and 
Devonshire Mews is the service 
road behind the main road. 

He said: “This has been 
going on for 18 months and it 
shows no signs of stopping. It’s 
been horrendous. 

“Last summer you would gag 
when you walked past the bins 
and the stuff that is dumped 


there. The council will now, 
reluctantly in my opinion, 
empty the wheelie bins, but it 
won’t clear up stuff that is on 
the floor. The residents nearby 
just have to endure it. 

“The service road is 100 
metres or so long. It says it 
does not own the site and 
cannot trace the owner, but it 
has an option. 

“There’s no long-term solu¬ 
tion, but it can adopt the road 
and it’s about time it did so.”

Council said: “As Devonshire 
Mews is unadopted, there isn’t 
an owner who is responsible for 
the land and the council is not 
responsible for collecting any of 
the dumped waste. 

“We have requested that resi¬ 
dents help us identify those 
responsible by giving state¬ 
ments, but, to date, no one has 
come forward. 

“However, in an effort to 
solve this problem we served 71 
warning notices in June to resi¬ 
dents which Devonshire Mews 
serves, warning them of the 
consequences of dumping 
waste. Indeed, two £200 fixed 
penalty notices were issued last 
week to residents who were fly- 
tipping in their own street. 

“We will continue to monitor 
and take action where evidence 
allows and we will book the 
community payback team to 
clear the alleyway for the third 
time in a matter of months.”

Trio jailed following firearms seizure 


TWO gang members have been jailed, along 
with the girlfriend of one of them, after a 
weapons cache - including a deadly loaded 
machine gun - was found in the back garden of 
her Enfield home. 

The Skorpian machine gun was among an arse¬ 
nal of firearms found by the Met Police’s Trident 
Gang Command after a search warrant was exe¬ 
cuted at an address in Dendridge Close in July 
last year. 

It was the home of 23-year-old Inger 
Komakech, the girlfriend of Farah Mohammed, 
22, a member of the notorious Get The Money 
gang, who at the time of the weapons seizure was 
locked up in prison serving a sentence for unre¬ 


lated matters. He had organised the delivery of 
weapons to his girlfriend’s address via their 
friend and fellow gang member Jamal Mahmoud, 
using a mobile phone smuggled into jail. 

Mahmoud, 21, like Mohammed, was an active 
member of the gang, which had operated in the 
borough for year, and which had been involved in 
a number of violent attacks linked to turf war dis¬ 
putes with other gangs, Wood Green Crown 
Court heard on Friday. 

When police executed the warrant at 
Mohammed’s girlfriend’s home, the property was 
empty, but in a outbuilding in the back garden 
they uncovered the arms haul. 

The contents of a rucksack revealed a small 


black case containing two loaded handguns. A 
small red case was also located and found to con¬ 
tain the loaded Skorpian machine gun. 

More than 200 rounds of ammunition were also 
discovered. The ammunition was in various 
forms. Some of this was analysed and was 
designed to expand on impact. 

Komakech was arrested at a nearby address and 
broke down in tears, indicating that a boy called 
Jamal had given her the rucksack. 

Mahmoud was arrested soon afterwards and his 
phone records led police to Mohammed. 

Mohammed, Mahmoud and Komakech all 
pleaded guilty to firearms-related charges and 
sent to prison. 


Mohammed was jailed for ten years and 
Mahmoud was given a sentence of six 
years and six months, which will come into 
effect after he has served an existing 
five-and-a-half-year spell for a separate 
robbery offence. 

Komakech was jailed for five years. 

Detective Constable Gareth Starr, from the Tri¬ 
dent Gang Command, said: “The recovery of this 
arsenal has undoubtedly saved lives. 

“This was a devastating haul of firearms 
and ammunition destined for the capital’s streets 
for no other aim than to maim, kill and terrify 
gang rivals and anyone who happened to get in 
their way.”

Trio are sentenced 
over bid to swindle 
man out of £52,000

A GANG of criminals who persuaded an 80- 
year-old to pay out £52,000 for “unnecessary 
work” to his house in a “despicable” con have 
been convicted. 

The victim, who lives in Enfield, was asked to 
hand over the cash for equipment costs - but 
became suspicious when he was asked to transfer 
the same amount to another account, despite the 
money already clearing through the banks. 

Investigators from Enfield Council’s trading 
standards department found that the work the 
man had been asked to pay for was completely 
unnecessary. 

A total of £17,000 was withdrawn from bank 
accounts before they were frozen. 

Christopher Sammon, 27, from Manchester, 
was found guilty of two charges of money laun¬ 
dering and has been sentenced at Wood Green 
Crown Court to four years in prison. 


His sister, 29-year-old Eileen Sammon, also 
from Manchester, was found guilty of converting 
criminal property after the court heard that some 
of the victim’s cash had been traced to her 
account. 

She was handed a 180-hour community order, 
with a four-month curfew and a tagging order. 

Their accomplice, Jack O’Reilly, 27, of Dym- 
church, in Kent, admitted five counts of money 
laundering. 

The court heard that some of the money had 
been traced to his bank account and he was sen¬ 
tenced to ten months in prison. 

Enfield Council’s cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment Daniel Anderson said the local authority had 
zero tolerance on confidence tricksters preying on 
elderly and vulnerable people and warned would- 
be fraudsters that they would be prosecuted. 

He added: “This was a despicable crime against 
a vulnerable elderly person, so I am very pleased 
that the people behind this cruel crime have been 
found guilty and punished in this manner.”

There can be no viable case for airport expansion

IT seems that each week at least one 
anti-cycling letter is published, some¬ 
times two. 

The only solution offered is that we 
need more cars.

A MAN claims Enfield Council’s “failure” 
to cut the grass in his park for the past two 
months has meant misery for hay fever suffer¬ 
ers like himself. 

David Carefore can no longer enjoy a walk in 
Albany Park, Enfield Wash, because of the 
extra pollen in the air from a large expanse of 
unmown grass, which he says is now waist-high. 

But if the 63-year-old, from nearby St 
Stephen’s Road, was counting on it being cut so 
he can return to walk his Jack Russell terrier 
anytime soon, he is likely to be disappointed. 

Enfield Council is leaving the area of grass 
uncut in the park permanently and is doing the 
same in 16 selected areas of other open spaces 
in the borough to create natural wildlife habi¬ 
tats and meadows. 

The grass will be cut less frequently, 
partly because of a squeeze on budgets caused 
by government funding cuts, but also to max¬ 
imise the biodiverse ecology of the borough’s 
green spaces. 

Mr Carefore, who is a member of Community 
Action Partnerships for Enfield, said: “I could¬ 
n’t understand why all of Albany Park’s football 
pitches had been mowed, but a large patch of 
grassland close to the leisure centre and also 
near the children’s playground hadn’t been cut 
since April. 

“I suspected it was done to make savings, but 
despite repeated complaints to local councillors 
I never received an explanation. 

“The increased grass pollen means that peo¬ 



ple like myself, who suffer severe hay fever, are 
forced to forgo the pleasure of using the park. 

“I’ve also spoken with mums who have chil¬ 
dren at nearby Chesterfield and Eastfield pri¬ 
mary schools who were concerned that 
youngsters playing in the long grass could be 
bitten by ticks.” 

Daniel Anderson, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, said the local authority 
was ensuring it used its resources in the most 
effective way while fulfilling sound ecological 
management of parks. 

He explained: “The council has sought to cre¬ 
ate habitats that maximise the wildlife value of 
individual parks while retaining the scope for 
residents to fully enjoy the green space. To that 
end, it has been agreed that selected areas within

grow naturally although mown paths will be pro¬ 
vided throughout the newly-created habitats, fol¬ 
lowing ‘wish’ paths defined by natural footfall.

GLOWING tributes were paid this week to 
Enfield’s highest-ranking firefighter Leslie 
Bowman, who has retired as borough comman¬ 
der following 30 years’ service. 

Currently the London Fire Brigade’s longest- 
serving black senior fire officer, Les, as he is 
known, rose through the ranks, having served at 
stations across the capital, to become borough 
commander three years ago. 

Seven years ago he was awarded the Queen’s 
Fire Service Medal in the birthday honours in 
recognition of his service to Londoners. 

To mark his retirement, a ceremonial roll call 
was held at Edmonton fire station last week, 
attended by colleagues and dignitaries. 

Les said: “I’m really going to miss just work¬ 
ing with a nice group of people and being a bor¬ 
ough commander responsible for 180 staff all of 
whom I know personally. And, of course, I’m 
also going to miss keeping the community safe. 

“One of the highlights of my career was being 
recognised in the Queen’s birthday honours in 
2009. I’ve also loved the many rescues I have 
been a part of and saving people’s property. 
Those are things I will never forget.” 

He joined the fire brigade in 1986 and spent all 
of his career as a firefighter at Dagenham, in east 
London, with a brief stint at Whitechapel fire 
station, before becoming a watch manager in the 
LFB Positive Action team. 

In this role, Les encouraged and advised peo¬ 
ple from London’s black and minority ethnic 
communities to join the brigade. 

After working in the team for four years, Les 
served at Barking fire station and then gained 
promotion to station manager at Kingsland fire 
station, in Hackney. 

In 2008, he received a contribution to the com¬ 
munity award for his work in supporting the Not 
Another Drop anti-gun and knife crime cam¬ 


paign in Brent. He is one of only a handful of 
black officers to receive the award. 

The brigade’s deputy assistant commissioner 
Sabrina Cohen-Hatton said: “Les is one of our 
most committed officers. He has spent signifi¬ 
cant amounts of his personal and professional 
time mentoring both firefighters and young peo¬ 


ple in local communities, in addition to his role 
as the borough commander of Enfield. 

“His dedication and social conscience has sig¬ 
nificantly progressed the inclusion agenda in 
London Fire Brigade and he certainly has made 
London Fire Brigade a better place to work. He 
will be sorely missed.”

Growing old disgracefully

GOD’s waiting room is how many of us 
regard old folks’ nursing homes and a 
new play set in one gives an hilarious 
and surreal twist to what it means to be in 
one’s dotage. 

The Lounge is a darkly comic farce about 
growing old - a process which will have 
a profound impact on us all with the 
UK’s rapidly ageing population triggering 
concerns over how we cope in future 
with greater demands on healthcare 
and pensions. 


The multi-award-winning Inspector 
Sands theatre company is previewing the 
production at Finchley’s artsdepot next 
Thursday (July 28) before heading off to the 
Edinburgh Fringe Festival next month. 

Set in the lounge of a care home, it starts 
as a slow motion farce and snowballs into 
one woman’s confrontation with her own 
mortality and the care system. 

The day begins as usual for most resi¬ 
dents, but unbeknown to 97-year-old 
Martha Hewitt, it will be her last. However, 
she is not about to go quietly! 

As the radiators burn and Jeremy Kyle 
blares out from the telly, rivalries, relatives 


and murderous impulses jostle for space on 
the carpet and, by teatime, a riot is brew¬ 
ing. Even mealtimes become mini dramas. 

The cast, all of whom are in their 30s and 
40s, found portraying characters in their 90s 
not only challenging, but also exhausting. 

“The play explores attitudes towards 
ageing and mortality,” says director 
Lu Kemp. 

“We are trying to find the humour and , 
hope within disintegration - to take the B 
audience expectation of a nursing home 
and invert it, to ask whether it just a place 
of decline or whether it can be a place 1 
of revolution.”

STAR TREK BEYOND (12A, 122 mins) 


D EDICATED to Anton Yelchin, who 
died in a freak accident in June, and 
the late Leonard Nimoy, the third 
instalment of the rebooted Star Trek is a 
familiar conflation of past and future pre¬ 
sent that fails to set its phasers to stun. 

JJ Abrams vacated the director’s chair 
to make Star Wars: The Force Awakens, 
so Justin Lin, who helmed four turbo¬ 
charged entries of The Fast And The Furi¬ 
ous franchise, steps into the fray. 

He orchestrates action set pieces with 
confidence although some of the inter¬ 
stellar skirmishes are reduced to a dizzy¬ 
ing blur by gyroscopic camerawork and 
overly enthusiastic editing. 

In 3D and IMAX, the giddy whirl will be 
even more disorienting. 

Scriptwriters Simon Pegg and Doug 
Jung stoke up the comedic ante with a 
slew of wry one-liners and they comple¬ 
ment one outlandish set piece with a deaf¬ 
ening blast of the Beastie Boys’ 1994 hip 
hop anthem, Sabotage. 

“Is that classical music?” quips chief 
medical officer Dr Leonard McCoy (Karl 
Urban) over the cacophony. 

Refreshingly, Sulu’s sexuality is 
addressed without politically correct fan¬ 
fare, propelling the adventures of Kirk and 
his embattled crew into a 21st century 
which believes that strength comes from 
cultural unity. 

The crew of the Enterprise are three 
years into their five-year mission to boldly 
go where the cult 1960s’ TV show went 
before, without the benefit of state-of-the- 
art digital effects. 


Captain James T Kirk (Chris Pine) is con¬ 
sidering relinquishing the bridge because 
“things have started to feel a little... 
episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret from the rest 
of the crew, including science officer 
Spock (Zachary Quinto), communications 
officer Uhura (Zoe Saldana), navigator 
Pavel Chekov (Yelchin), chief engineer 
Montgomery Scott (Simon Pegg) and 
helmsman Sulu (John Cho). 

During a visit to a Federation starbase 
under the control of Commodore Paris 
(Shohreh Aghdashloo), an alien called 


Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a distress call 
to help recover her ship, which has crash- 
landed on a planet in a distant nebula. 

Kirk and the team respond and subse¬ 
quently come under attack from an other¬ 
worldly despot, Krall (Idris Elba), and his 
swarming drones. 

While the Enterprise crew forges an 
alliance with feisty alien warrior Jaylah 
(Sofia Boutella), Kirk holds firm to his moral 
compass, defiantly informing Krall that it’s 
“better to die saving lives than to live tak¬ 
ing them”. 

Star Trek Beyond dodges the curse of 


misfiring, odd-numbered films in the 
series, but the flaws are obvious. 

Pine, Quinto and co are solid in roles that 
lack dramatic meat and don’t progress the 
characters over two hours, and a flimsy, 
contrived plot resolves potential conflict 
with minimum blood, sweat and tears. 

Throughout, the script affirms the need 
for the multi-species crew to stick together 
in times of adversity. At least the utopian 
vision of original series creator Gene Rod- 
denberry is in rude health.

BREXIT & House Prices 

Perhaps understandably, there has been considerable speculation as to the direction in 
which house prices are heading. As a Chartered Surveyor in the estate agency sector, I am 
one of a selection of individuals providing monthly statistics and comment to the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors (RICS). Last Thursday RICS published its first post¬ 
referendum report based upon the returns of my various colleagues up and down the 
country. Most surveyors seem to agree that the prospect of Brexit has caused buyer demand 
to fall, and some have suggested that prices may decline. 

Here in Enfield I am happy to report that, although buyers are more cautious than they were 
at the beginning of the year, sentiment has not taken a dive! At Barnfields we have lost very 
little as a result of the 'Leave' decision and, encouragingly, new sales are being agreed. 

During my working day I also have reason to talk to other local agents, and all have 
reported a similar experience. I sense that in the short term there will be a period of 
nervousness during which some buying decisions will be deferred. But there are so many 
people needing housing in the borough that a reasonably normal market will re-establish 
itself before long. 

At Barnfields we have had the experience of working through several economic shocks over 
the years, including the ERM departure and the global crisis of 2008. We have learned that, 
if you want to sell your property, you must set a sensible asking price. Taking over-optimistic 
advice is likely to result in disappointment. So do make sure you choose an agent with a 
good track record and a high level of local knowledge.

“It’s always been a dream for me to 
play in the Champions League.

Captain Tom leads the way 


SKIPPER Tom Nicoll shone with bat 
and ball as North Middlesex romped 
to a 115-run victory at home to bot- 
tom-of-the-table Eastcote in the 
Premier Division of the Middlesex 
County Cricket League on Saturday. 

The all-rounder became the first 
player in the league’s 45-year history 
to score a century and take eight 
wickets in the same match.

Nicoll made the initial break¬ 
through when Thomas Hudson was 
stumped and then picked up the last 
seven wickets to finish with the fine 


figures of 8-72 in 21.3 overs. Daniel 
Travers (47 not out) and Jawwad 
Rasheed (30) provided the only pro¬ 
longed resistance during a seventh- 
wicket partnership of 55. 

Hornsey slipped from second to 
third place in Division Two after los¬ 
ing a tense, low-scoring match at 
Enfield by four wickets. 

Put into bat, Hornsey were bowled 
out for 126 in 55 overs - a total 
which would have been considerably 
lower but for the lower-order efforts 
of Jack Goldberg (25) and Nii-Amaa 
Olennu (33). 

Ben Waine made early inroads into 
the Enfield innings, claiming three 
quick wickets as the home side 
slumped to 11-3. 

Olennu disposed of Jack Plumb 
(21) and Paul Weekes caught and 
bowled both Kyal Bacchus-Brown 
(33) and Asad Shah (10) before 
Enfield clinched victory with five 
overs to spare thanks to Joe 
Naughton (22 not) and Dan Amedee 
(17 not out). 

Waine finished with 3-41 and 
Weekes, who bowled throughout the 
innings, took 2-49 in 19.5 overs. 


One from bottom Highgate picked 
up an important win - and 12 points 
after being put into bat - by beating 
Harrow St Mary's by 122 runs. 

The home side declared after 51 
overs on 261-9 with Sandun Dias 
(91) the mainstay of their innings, 
hitting five 6s and eight fours. 

Harrow St Mary’s were dismissed 
for 143 with five overs to spare. 

Craig Gourlay, who had cracked 
38 off just 12 balls at the end of the 
Highgate innings, completed a fine 
match with figures of 5-35 in 15 
overs and Dias followed up his bat¬ 
ting exploits by taking 3-32.
